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♦ India - Communist China : The extent of Chinese 
withdrawal from the main points of contact along the 
present Sino-Indian cease-fire line remains uncertain. 

The Chinese have been specific concerning their 
withdrawals only in the Walong area in eastern NEFA. 
Indian spokesmen have noted signs of activity asso- 
ciated with withdrawal in both NEFA and the middle 
sector of the border, but have denied that any Chinese 
withdrawal has yet occurred in the Ladakh area. 


New Delhi has emphasized that Indian forces are 
neither advancing nor withdrawing, but are awaiting 
further developme nts .

its new T-55 medium tanks to Rumania.

The appear- 
ance of the T-55 in Bucharest may indicate that se- 
lected units in oth er satellite armies have also re-
